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Remarks/Arguments 

Claims 1-27 are "pending in the application. Claims 1-21 are allowed. Claims 22- 
27 are rejected. The ABSTRACT is objected to. 

Claims 22-27 have been amended by restricting the disorder to be treated to pain. 
Claims 24 and 26 have been canceled and the ABSTRACT has been amended. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to by the Examiner because the heading 
reads "Abstract of the Invention". The Examiner has suggested that the heading should 
read either "Abstract" or "Abstract of the Disclosure". By the present amendment the 
heading of the ABSTRACT has been amended by deleting the word "INVENTION" and 
substituting in its place the word "DISCLOSURE". 

Claims 22-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The Examiner has concluded that the term 
"modulated" is ambiguous. 

Claims 22-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for pain, does not reasonably provide enablement for 
treating a disorder modulated by the 8-opioid receptor. 

Claims 22-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The Examiner has concluded that the 
claims encompass as yet unexpected diseases/conditions of immune disorders, 
inflammation, neurological conditions, psychiatric conditions, drug abuse, alcohol abuse, 
gastritis, diarrhea, cardiovascular disorders and respiratory disorders, a description of 
which is sot found in the specification. 

By the present amendment, in claim 22 the phrase "a disorder modulated by the 8- 
opioid receptor" has been deleted and the word "pain" has been substituted in its place. 
Claim 24, which was drawn to a method for treating pain, has been canceled. Claim 25, 
which was drawn to a method of treating disorders other than pain, has also been 
canceled. 

No art has been cited against any of the claims. 

In view of the above discussion and the amendments herein being made to the 
specification and the claims, it is believed that all of the outstanding objections and 
rejections have been removed. 

Applicants respectively request that a timely Notice of Allowance be issued in 
this application.
